A G eneral C om parison of F orces Shows 
S uch to be th e Case. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 3tb.—The situation as 
sum m ed up at the Interior Departm ent to dav 
is about as follows: 
There are iu a d about 23.C00 Sioux. IndiaD 
m en and women and children, on tbe northern 
reservations. Of this num ber ¡6,500 are ac­ 
counted, as they ate living on the reservations 
in peace and not taking any part in the present 
disturbances. 
This leaves about 3,590 men, 
womeL and children to face s.OCe m en now 
under com m and of Generai Miles. The hostile 
cam p is located seventeen m les north of the 
agency, and a cordon ol trooi s surrounds it, 
w ith the exception of the south, the object be­ 
ing to drive them into the reservation. There 
is constant com m unication bctweeu the hostile 
cam p and the agency. The hostiles are well 
s replied with beef, but they have no sugar or 
eotfee, except as they are supplied by frieudlies. 
W hile the situation is n gardcd as hopeless for 
the Indians, yet it is believed they have no in­ 
tention of surrendering. 
It is predicted by some who are on the ground 
that there w ill be a ba: tie on Sunday or Mon­ 
day. W hen the hopelessness of a fight against 
such odds is pointed out, the only explanation 
given 19 th at the Indians are crazy. From re­ 
ports received at the Interior Departm ent the 
situation is believed £o he serious, and the Peo­ 
ple at the agencies are very m uch disturbed. 
LEAVING TH E HOSTILE C aMP. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 3th.—General Schofield 
this m orning received the following telegram 
from General Miles, dated Pine Ridge Agency, 
January 3th; "Seventy Indians cam e in from 
the hostile cam p to-day. The reports from them 
are that Red Cloud, Little W ouud.Two Strike. 
Big Road and others w ill come in to-morrow.” 


LIEUTENANT CASEY'S DEATH. 


W a s h in g t o n , January Sth — L ater General 
Schofield received another telegram from Gen­ 
eral Miles detailing the circum stanoes of the 
killing yesterday of Lieutenant Edward W. 
Casey, of the Twenty-second Infantry, by In ­ 
dians. It is is follows: “ L ieutenant Casey ivas 
out w ith some of his scouts w atching the hostile 
cam p, and, w ith one Cheyenne, m et two In ­ 
dians. an Ogallala aud a Brule. The Ogallala 
warned Lieutenant Casey th at the Brules were 
bad and would shoot. As ¡Lieutenant Casey 
turned to go away- the Brule fired, striking him 
in the back of the head and killing him in­ 
stantly.” 
“There is a report c.f heavy firing in or near 
the hcstiie cam p, that m ay be betweeu the two 
elem ents of Indians w ithin the cam p ” 
Lieutenant Casey was born iu California but 
appointed to the M ilitary Academy at West 
Point by President G ran t'in 3369. On graduat­ 
ing in 1374 he was appointed Second Lieutenant 
in tbe Twenty-second Infantry, and promoied 
to the First Lieutcnsncy iu lsso. He served 
w ith his regim ent in the Departm ents of Texas, 
Dakota aud Missouri up to 13*3, when he was 
m ade Senior Instructor of Iufautry and A ril- 
lery Tactics at West Point, serving there a year. 
He was A djutant of bis regim ent from 1331. 
Secretary Proctor has expressed his sorrow at 
the death of L ieutenant Casey, and said : “I 
regarded him aso n eo f the most prom inent men 
in the service. He seems to have been brutally 
m urdered, lor there wa* no fight going on when 
he was killed.” 


TH E SHOSHONES TALK FIGHT. 


D e n v e r , January s;h .—A Seus (Salt Lake 
City) special lrom Pocatello savs: 
I he town 
is in a state of great excitem ent over the actions 
ot the Shoshone Indians on the reservation. 
Last night they indulged iu a war dance and 
otherwise evinced a desire for blood. Chief 
Mayor Jim declared that the Indians would 
light, giving as reasons that the bad Indians 
got a heap of grub and blankets. Good In ­ 
dians got nothing. 
Latest advices from the towu say the people 
are fleeing lor safety. The Indians are in war 
paint, aud cannot be restrained 
The G overnm ent guards 
and the United 
States cavalry at Boice Citv are now eu toute 
to Pocatello. The ranchm en and cowboys lrom 
the surrounding country are assem bling to the 
rescue. 
Requests from Black Foot. Idaho, for the 
transportation of arms has been sent to the 
Union Pacific authorities here. It is reported 
th at a band of 200 bucks are pillaging ranches 
outside of the town of Blackfoot. It is expected 
th at by to m orrow a sufficient force w ill be 
m ustered to cope w ith the Indians iu case of an 
attack. 


GENERAL MILES' VIEW OF TH E SITUATION. 


P i n e R id g e A g e n c y , 
January 8 t h .— Agent 
Royer was removed to day by the Depaitm eut 
of the Interior, aud Captain Pierce of the First 
Infantry succeeds him. Royer ssvs his removal 
was brought about by political influences, aud 
th at no charges could be brought against him . 
General Miles’ view ol the situation at present 
is about as follows: There are 303 or 400 in the 
hostile cam p who are trying in every way to in­ 
fluence the rem ainder not oulv to rem ain out. 
but to tight the m atter to the eud. Geueral 
Miles hopes that the better elem ent will prevail

All the Chevenne Indians are now at the 
agency, w ith the exception o! those from Big 
Foot and Hum p's hands, who went on the war­ 
path, aud they were nearly all killed iu battle. 
Inspector Disney arrived late this eveuiDg 
from Montana. He has inspected all the agen­ 
cies of the Sioux except the Chevenne. He 
says that at Standing Rock the Indians are fed 
in splendid shape, and certainly h a re nothing 
to com plain of. Indeed, nowhere has he found 
rations short except at Rosebud and Pine Ridge. 
At those two the appropriations have been de­ 
layed in passing, but by this tim e those who 
are behaving them selves are getting evervthing 
they need.

At noon President Ca­ 
ble cam e from the conference room. 
He said 
only routine business bad been transacted so 
far, aud that a friendly feeling was m auilested 
by ail those present. T he following took part in 
the conference : Jay Could and S. H. H. Clark 
of the Missouri-Pacific. Allen Manvel of the 
Santa Fe, C. P. H untington and J C. Stubbs ot 
the Southern Pacific, Henry Villard of the 
N orthern Pacific, Sianey Dillon of the Union 
Pacific, M arvin H ughitt of the Chicago and 
Northwestern, R. R. Cab.e mid Benjamin Brews­ 
ter of the Rock Island. David H. Moffit of the 
Denver and Bio Grande, Roswell M iller of the 
St. Paul, D, D. Ashley of the Wabash. Russel! 
Sage of the Iowa Central, Stuyvesant Fisu of 
the Illinois Central, and Charles E Perkins of 
tbe Burlington. 
Jay Gould said this afternoon: 
‘ We have 
accomplished a great deal of good to day aud 
laid the foundation ot au associatiou the like 
of which has never lived. I feel very hopeful 
aud believe the association will w arrant the 
stund 1 have taken.” Russell Sage and Sidney 
Dillou spoke in a sim ilar vein. 
C. P H unting­ 
ton said: "It's all right; we've accom plished a 
great dealto-d ay." Cable of the Rock Island 
said: “The result is exactly w hat I had antici­ 
pated. Au association will be form ed.” 
Presi­ 
dent Ashley of the Wabash was equally san­ 
guine. T he delegates, as a whole, expressed 
greát confidence in the formation of au associ­ 
ation. 
The Post learns from Colonel McCook the 
titles of subjects to be considered by the m eet­ 
ing, and states th at the first aud most im portant 
to be that of rates. 
The second is the appor­ 
tionm ent of traffic among constituent roads. 
Both are m atters of suprem e im portance. The 
third is joint agencies, which, from all indica­ 
tions, is more liteiy to produce dissensions than 
any other m atter. 
Gould, Dillon, Manvel aud Magoun are heart­ 
ily in favor of the total abolition oi individual 
agencies and the consolidation of all existing 
agencies at the various points into one joint 
agency in each p’ace. 
This proposition, now- 
ever, is opposed by representatives of some 
other roads. 
Tbe fourth topic is in regard to appeals from 
decisions of the executive lwdy of the organi­ 
zation. This, of course, is of the highest im ­ 
portance. 
The fifth is the subject of prohibitions—w hat 
a road shall not do is cf im portance second only 
to that w hich they m ay do. 
The sixth and final topic is that of com m is­ 
sions. 


L ight T hrow n Upon th e D eath of a San 
F rancisc? M erchant. 
San F rancisco JanuRiy Sth.—(Jn the night of 
August 15, 1890, Samuel L. Jacobson, a young 
m erchant, was shot w hile entering his" resi­ 
dence, on Webster street, near California. Ja ­ 
cobson died shortly after, but before h is death 
said he had been shot by two iootpads, whom 
he described as beiug short aud tall m en. The 
affair created a great sensation here, aud, ow­ 
ing to m any mysterious features, Jacobsou’s 
story was not generally 
believed. 
It 
was 
thought by m any that, he had com m itted su i­ 
cide or had been siiot by a woman. 
Ever since Jackson's death cjm piaints have 
been m ade to the police of num erous highway 
robberies com m itted in all parts of Sau Fran­ 
cisco by two m en, one short aud the other tall. 
A few days ago the police arres:ed on suspicion 
a m an nam ed Sidney Bell, who says he comes 
i from Fresno. Bell m ade a partial confession 
! of robberies im plicating Edward C. Campbell. 
The latter was also arrested, and to day made 
startling conlessions. 
He says that ou the night of August 15th 
Bell and him self started out w ith the intention 
of holcing up some one. Bell was arm ed with 
a 32-caliber pistol and Campbell carried a po­ 
licem an's club 
They saw a m au get off the 
car at the corner of California and Webster 
streets. Bell stopped him and told him to 
throw up his hands. The m an grappled with 
Bell, aud the latter fired the pistol. Bell and 
Campbell then ran away, Bell boasting how he 
had shot to kill. 
Bell adm its num erous robberies, but denies 
that he shot Jacobson. The robbers were lor- 
meriy em ployed as sewing m achiue agents. 


SA LM ON EGGS. 


R easons for th e R ep o rted F a ilu re in th e 
Supply. 


8 a n 
F r a n c is c o , January 8th —Speakiug in 
relation to the reported failure of tne supply of 
salm on eggs, George B. W illiams, Superintend­ 
ent of the McCloud river station, sa id : “From 
the August aud Sentember run of salm on 3,653,­ 
600 eggs were secured. Of these, 2,838.000 were 
shipped to the State hatchery at Sisson and 
batcned at that establishm ent, to be distributed 
under the direction of the California Fish 
Commissioners. 
Fifty thousand were shipped 
to the Departm ent ol A griculture at tbe City of 
Mexico, Mex.. aud the rem ainder were hatched 
at my station and planted in the McCloud and 
Bit rivers. 
“From the late run in November 25S.OOO eggs 
w ere obtained, but this was considered a fu ii- 
ure. One hundred thousand of th » eggs taken 
from this late run were shipped to the Societe 
Notionale d* Acclim ation, iu Paris, France, and 
the rem aining 150,000 are being hatched at tne 
McCloud station, and w ill be distributed in the 
McCloud river when sufficiently m atured. 
“A bill is to be introduced during tne session 
of the Legislature to extend the close season for 
hatching salmon. It is a very im portant one, 
as the num ber of eggs taken ’during the past 
lew seasons is very sm all com pared w ith former 
years. This is due to the difficulty of the parent 
salmon eluding the nets of the fishermen to 
reach th eir natural spaw ning beds at the head­ 
waters of the Sacram ento river.”

M arkham was yester­ 
day, w ith due cerem onial, inducted into 
th e high office of C hief M agistrate of th e 
S ta te o f California. 


T h ere is a general and m ost gratifying 
feeling of confidence in G overnor M ark­ 
ham . 
T he people freely express them ­ 
selves as expecting a t h is hands a clean, 
econom ic and firm adm inistration of S tate 
aflairs. 
H e is looked upon as one who 
comes to th e discharge of th e great tru st 
com m itted to him , untram m eled by p o liti­ 
cal entanglem ents and no t bound up by 
pledges and obligations to influences w ith 
only selfish ends to accom plish. 
A\ e have every reason for entertaining 
h ig h hope th a t all th a t is expected of 
G overnor M arkham w ill be realized. 
H e 
certainly 
him self invites th e entertain ­ 
m ent c f such expectation by th e most sol­ 
em n and em phatic expressions of p u rity of 
purpose and intention to conserve th e true 
interests of th e S tate and its people, be­ 
fore any and all things. 


<>otem or M arkham ’s inaugural address 
Is a m odest, hopeful and nleasant paper. 
H e urges upon th e L egislature rig id econ­ 
om y, advises th e ascertainm ent of a reason­ 
able sum beyond w hich th ere shall be no 
expenditure, and th a t all appropriations 
be rigidly confined w ithin such lim it. 
H e favors aid to th e C alifornia ex h ib it to 
th e V\ orld s b air, and suggests th a t the 


sum to be appropriated for th a t purpose 
m ay be properly treated as extraordinary, 
and not w ith in th e aggregate of expendi­ 
tu re for support of th e S tate G overnm ent. 
H e insists th a t th e L egislature shall 
m ake th e new 
apportionm ent upon a 
basis of fairness and justice, so as to 
give th e people as nearly as is possible 
tru e representation. 
T he bills for the 
exclusion of th e C hinese should be fos­ 
tered in Congress, useless Commissions 
should he abandoned, and th e Federal 
G overnm ent urged to expend means for 
th e discovery of some m ethod by which 
h y d rau lic m ining can be prosecuted w ith­ 
out infringm ent of th e laws and th e edicts 
of th e Courts. 


H e does not com m it him self to any 
form of reform ballot system, but advises 
th a t 
w hatever of good there is in our 
system be retained, and all th e best feat­ 
ures of th e best reform system be added. 
H e advises renew ed attention to the for­ 
estry 
question, th a t 
irrigation 
supply 
sources m ay be preserved. 
G overnor M arkham indicates 
his in ­ 
tention to address th e Legislature on 
several topics in special comm unications. 
I t is to be hoped th a t in one of these, at a 
very early day, he w ill call th e attention 
of th e L egislature to th e deplorable condi­ 
tion of our navigable rivers, and notably 
of th e F eath e r and Sacram ento rivers, and 
advise th e L egislature to do all th at can 
be done to prom ote th e aw akening in ter­ 
est by th e Federal G overnm ent in the 
m atter of riv er restoration. 
The Federal 
E ngineers w ill be in th is city in a few 
days more, to sit as a G overnm ent Com­ 
m ission upon th is very subject, and it is of 
h igh im portance th a t th e 
L egislature 
should prom ote th e ir labors, and th a t the 
good work of exam ination done by the 
S tate R iver Commission should be fully 
availed of, as was intended w hen th e State 
ordered th e exam ination m ade. 
T his is th e sum of th e address, w hich 
is brief, in p lain and understandable lan­ 
guage, and expressed w ith becoming dig ­ 
nity and vigor. 
I t is m arked by sincer­ 
ity and w arm th of feeling, indicative ot 
p u rity of purpose and an earnest desire 
to prom ote th e h ighest and best in ter­ 
ests of the people. 


THE

THE 
SCHOOL 


th e C onstitution for th e abandonm ent of 
th e school book system. 


T h e viciousness of th e assault, th e long 
preparation it indicates, its sweeping char­ 
acter, its falsehood and m isrepresentation, 
clearly disclose its source and th e m otive 
th a t underlies it. 
T here is m oney behind 
th e w hole thing, not public interest. 
T he 
sack is clearly seen and th e bid for legisla­ 
tive assistance to undo th e school book 
system is undisguised. 
T here are none, 
unfortunately, to stand for th e people in 
th is m atter except th e fearless and inde­ 
pendent press. 
T hey have no advocate 
against th e syndicate law yers and agents, 
except th e voice of such of th e press as is 
not subservient to th e rings. 
So far as the 
R eccrd-U n io x is concerned, it did battle 
for th e new system; it believes in it; it 
believes it has had fully as great success 
as was to have been expected, w hen the 
fact is taken into account th a t it was com­ 
m itted to its enemies, for th e most part, 
for carrying out. 
T h at is to say, th at the 
S tate Board of E ducation has not, as a 
body, shown th a t warm friendship for the 
system th a t it should. 
Some of th e m em ­ 
bers were open opponents of th e system 
prior to adoption, and some labored for it 
thereafter in a m eek sort of m anner not 
at all encouraging to its real friends. 
I t 
should have been pu t into the hands of an 
independent and wholly friendly board. 
H ad th a t been done, the u tter folly, for 
instance, of accepting from a second-rate 
teacher one of th e text-books complete, 
because he gave th e MSS. to th e State, 
would not have been com m itted. 
L et legislators not take for granted all 
th a t is charged against the system; 1st 
them 
investigate th e 
m atter if 
they 
choose; but w hatever th ey do, let them 
not brave the people by daring to loose 
upon them ouce more th e infam ous po­ 
litical school book system; the private 
ring of book men: th e agents w ith th eir 
sacks, and th e secret representatives of 
book syndicates, to corrupt the district and 
county boards, and bribe even the children 
at th e ir desks. 


T he assault of th e book rings upon the 
State school books has been opened. 
W e 
were well aw are th a t it was to be made, 
and knew precisely th e form it was to 
take. 
W e had not anticipated, however, 
th at there would be q u ite such wholesale 
dealing in falsehood and m isrepresenta­ 
tion. 
W p do not propose now to take up 
the charges in detail. 
I t would be profit, 
less to do so. 
In th e m ain they are, th at 
th e liooks cost too m u c h ; th a t they are 
of inferior qu ality ; th a t th e State never 
has, and therefore never can, produce as 
good a book as th e private individual. 
W e m ight, for argum ent’s sake, adm it 
every one of these propositions, though 
they are not true, and still m aintain for 
th e State infinite gain in th e elim ination 
of th e book ring, w ith .a il-its ■eeerupting' 
influences and dem oralization, from th e 
politics, th e schools and th e school boards 
of the State. 
T h at is to say, if th e te x t­ 
books we now have are, in th e opinion of 
the C ounty 8ui>erintendents, but half as 
good as th e books o f th e ring, and if they 
cost twice th e price of th e books of the 
ring, we have m ade a bappv and beneficent 
change in trading off th e ring and putting 
it out of th e halls of legislation and the 
schoils and Boards of E ducation. 
I f for a m oment we adm it th at some of 
th e text-books are no t up to th e ideal 
standard, let us seek for th e cause, not 
abandon th e system . 
I t has come to a 
p retty pass, indeed, if all knowledge and 
skill is crystallized in th e editors and 
com pilers whom private publishers em­ 
ploy. 
I t is strange, indeed, th a t S tate 
coin cannot comm and ability of as high an 
order os is at th e beck and call of private 
capital. 
B ut w hile some of th e books are 
not, perhaps, up to th e highest all-around 
standard, and w hile carping critics may 
take them to pieces, th ey are capable of 
being m ade precisely w hat we wish them 
to be. 
I t does not follow th a t we m ust 
abandon th e system th a t puts up th e bars 
against the book agent and h is sack, nor 
once m ore tu rn the parents of th e S tate 
over to th e tender m ercies of th e publish­ 
ers who have amassed tens of m illions out 
• f th e profits of school text-books. 
As a 
m atter of fact, th e S tate school books 
cost th e people fifty per cent, less th an 
school books under th e old system , and all 
th e figuring of th e ring literary bureau 
cannot defeat th e fact. 
W e say tha*. th is assault was foreseen 
So it was; the book ring never intended 
to give over C alifornia. 
I t has been too 
fat a goose to be yielded w ithout a struggle. 
T h e syndicates have planned th e ir attack 
w ell; th ey have laid th e ir trenches w ith 
cunning and run th e ir parallels w ith con­ 
sum m ate skill. 
T h ey have w aited u n til 
just before th e L egislature m eets, and then 
poured upon it such a mass of involved 
figures th a t w ith a w holly new set o f offi­ 
cials com ing in, th e hope is entertained 
th a t th e legislators w ill n o t be able to go 


to th e bottom o f th e m atter, and in sheer 
desperation w ill subm it an am endm ent to 


ELECTION OF SENATORS. 


Congressman Langston, the colored R ep­ 
resentative from V irginia, has proposed in 
the H ouse an amendment, to th e C onstitu­ 
tion of th e U nited States providing for 
the election of U nited States Senators by 
the people, under such regulations as Con­ 
gress m ay by law establish, provided, how ­ 
ever, th a t no elector shall be allowed to 
vote for Senator, in any State, who can 
not read and w rite th e E nglish language. 
W e cannot resist the tem ptation to call 
the attention of the W isconsin D em ocrats 
to th is outrageous trespass upon th e rights 
of free men by m aking th e scholarly q u a li­ 
fication relate only to th e E nglish tongue. 
Is not M r. LaDgston aw are th a t a great 
party w hich claim s capacity and p a trio t­ 
ism sufficient to adm inister th e aflairs of 
the A m erican nation, has decided by its 
W isconsin council th a t to insist upon citi­ 
zens having th e ab ility to read th e laws in 
the language in 
w hich p rinted is an 
invasion of constitutional liberty, and of 
th e guarantees of th e A m erican system, as 
well as an assault upon th e sacred rig h t of 
W isconsin D em ocrats to grow up w ith 
knowledge of th e G erm an 
and Polish 
tongues only ? 


H ow ever, passing th is pleasantry, let 
the people th in k seriously upon th is prop­ 
osition to abandon th e present m ethod of 
choosing Senators. 
T h e Farm ers’ A lli­ 
ance, th e R epublican Convention of In d i­ 
ana and th e L abor P a rty have m ade the 
dem aud M r. L angston’s b ill reflects. 
I t 
has, 
therefore, 
considerable 
organized 
backing, and it is well know n th a t there 
is, besides, a grow ing “ p o p u la r” dem and 
for th e election of Senators by th e direct 
vote. 


If th e change is m ade it will be re tro ­ 
gressive. 
T he present system was wisely 
devised and th e prescience of th e fathers 
who laid its foundations was som ething 
divine. T he Senators represent th e States, 
not th e people as units, but in th eir ag­ 
gregate capacity as com m unities. 
D epart­ 
ure from th a t idea w ill seriously im pair 
th e A m erican system. B ut it is needless to 
go over th e fam iliar reasons th a t led to 
th e adoption of th e Senatorial plan— it is 
sufficient to warn th e people th a t election 
by direct vote w ill place it w ithin the 
power of congested populations in each 
State to nam e th e U nited States Senators. 
R ural populations w ill have only the poor 
privilege of voting for whoever th e cities 
choose to nam e. 
W e are free to adm it th a t it is most de­ 
sirable th a t th e selection of State legisla­ 
tors should be w holly disconnected from 
th e election of U nited States Senators. 
T he evils of u niting th e two are so obvi­ 
ous th at it would insult intelligence to re­ 
count them . 
B ut there is a plan by which 
th e desired separation can be effected, the 
election, of Senators directly by th e people 
securcdjj and still th e character ol the 
office o l Senator retain its original p u r­ 
pose. 
| t was th e fortune of th e R e c o rd - 
I'NIO f |o propose the plan about one year 
ago. 
* h e 
m ore it is considered 
the 
stronger hold it takes upon good judgm ent. 
T his |la n , w hich secures to all th e peo­ 
ple d u e j voice in th e selection, and com­ 
pletely prevents centers of 
population 
from cokninating, calls for th e establish­ 
m ent o" a Senatorial Electoral College in 
each State. 
Once in three years the elect­ 
ors of the several districts, counties or 
other divisions, as may be agreed upon, 
will se id up representatives to a college 
based Tjxm ratios of population. 
T his 
college will choose th e 
Senator. 
T he 
canvass by candidates would be conducted 
precisely as if they were to be voted for 
d irectly ¡by th e people, bu t th e virtue of 
th e p lan would be, th a t every given group 
o f th e péople would have a potential voice 
in th e d posing, and m ere num bers in one 
locality conld not exercise an influence 
greater tla n an equal force widely distrib­ 
uted. 
L* short, we would choose Senators 
as we d l now, practically, w ith th e in- 
volvemeiff of selecting State legislators, 
and determ ining local issues, elim inated. 


S o l i c i t o r - G e n e r a l C l a r k e of Great 
B ritain is reported hyjw ire as saying th at 
L ord Salisbury only asserts th e doctrine 
laid down by th e U nited States, th at no 
nation can claim sovereignty over an open 
sea. W rong again, M r. Clarke, though you 
be Solicitor-G eneral. The U nited States 
does not base its claim to protect th e seals 
upon th e assum ption th a t B ehring Sea is a 
closed se3. 
I t docs claim , no t sovereignty 
over th e sea, bu t over the taking of seals 


anyw here in th e sea, for th e very excellent 
reason th a t they breed upon one of our 
shores, m igrate to another and there as­ 
semble. 
Now to take these seals en route 
we claim is unlaw ful interference w ith our 
property and a rig h t in it w hich we p u r­ 
chased from a nation whose title was never 
disputed. 
T h a t is th e long and th e short 
of th e m atter. 
B ritish poachers desire to 
be let alone in th e ir lying in w ait to take 
our seals as th ey pass by, and th a t is a 
policy we can nevar agree to. 


IRRIGATION DISTRICTS. 


R epresentative* T h erefro m H old m Ses- 
§lon in th is City. 
On the 12th and 13Ji of September last a 
Convention of irrigation district officers 
was held at T alare City, and a part of its 
mission was to torm a perm anent Associa­ 
tion of Irrigation Districts, embracing all 
of the districts in the State. This organ­ 
ization hes not been entirely completed, 
and a session is now being held at Room 14 
in the Clunie building in this city, for the 
purpose of perfecting the organization, and 
preparing such legislation as is deemed 
needfnl. 
There are now twenty-eight districts or­ 
ganized under the district iaw in the State, 
and twenty-six of these are actively at 
work furthering the objects for which they 
were formed. 
There are embraced within these dis­ 
tricts 1,7(33,152 acres of land, and they have 
voted bonds in the aggregate sum of $9,­ 
620,000, of which $1.893,500 have been sold 
A num ber of districts have not yet voted 
bonds, and a num ber of those w h'ch have 
voted bonds have not placed them upon 
tne market. 
It is understood that, in addition to 
minor amendments to the law, the Legis­ 
lature will be asked for an Act givirg legal 
sanction to this State Association of dis­ 
tricts, and conferring upon it certain super­ 
vising powers which seem needful to guard 
against injudicious actiou upon the part of 
districts, but it is not the intention to ask 
for any great am ount of pecuniary assist­ 
ance. 
This Association held two sessions yes­ 
terday, and will reconvene to day at 10 
o’clock, for the consideration of proposed 
amendm ents to the law.

The specification m entions “ unscreened 
gravel," and there is the loop-hole. 
Bean 
soup may be term ed bean soup when it 
holds only 50 beans in a pot, b at probably 
it ought to holti at least 500 beans. 
Now, 
substitute the liquid, or rather let the dirt 
represent !he liquid of the beans in the 
unscreened gravel and the latter the 50 
beans, and yon have the m aterial from 
w hich solid work was expected. 
I have already expended upon the sirne 
piece of property $85 or $88 for 40 feet on 
O street, paying for crossings, etc.

THE CAPITOL “ SELL.” 


LIQUORS MUST NOT BE DISPENSED IN 
THE BUILDING. 


So Says Attorney-General Bart In a Writ­ 
ten Opinion—It is Clearly Against 
the PeDal Code. 


I t looks as if the bar in the basem ent of 
the State Capitol bnilding will have to go. 
A ssem blym an Bledsoe, who has been so 
determ ined in his efforts to prevent the 
m aintenance of a bar w ithin the walls 
of the bnilding, yesterday sought A ttorney- 
G eneral W . H . H . H art and requested an 
opinion from him on the eubject. 
T h at official last evening rendered the 
follow ing opinion, w hich appears to b e 
conclusive against the tig h t ot any person 
to sell or give aw ay liquors inside the 
C apitol: 
S acram ento. January 8 ,1891. 
H o n .A .J . BU/teOe, Assembly Second District — 
Mv L e a k s x k : 
i beg leave to acknowledge the 
receipt ot your com m unication oi the M il inst., 
in w hich you m ake the following inquiries: 
“L Has the Secretary of Stale, as the legal 
custodian of the state Capiiol building, any 
legal right toreu:, w ith or without compensa­ 
tion lor the use of, the basem ent oi tUe State 
Capitol tor a restau rad or saioonV” 
"2. Has the Legislature of the State a legal 
right to advise the Secretary of State, by proper 
re olntion, to order tbe rem oval of the restaur­ 
ant and saloon now established in the basement 
ot the Capitol, and request that the Stcietaiy of 
State obey the law?” 
In reply to your iuquiries I desire to call your 
atteution to the law and statutes govei ning the 
first proposition to w hich you refer. It is pro­ 
vided by Section 1 of Chapter LX X X fll , oi the 
Slatutes of California oí 1SS0, page SO, as fol­ 
lows: 
"Section 1. Any person or persons having in 
charge or control the State Capitol building, and 
allowing the same or any portion thereof to be 
used for the sale or distribution, in any m anner, 
ior profit oi any m ad or spirituous liquors, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeador. and shall, 
upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not 
less than one thousand dollars.” 
Section 412 of the Political Code provides as 
follows: 
‘ The Secretary of State is the superintendent 
and has charge of the State Capitol, and he 
m ust keep the sam e, together with all property 
therein, in good order mid repair.'' 
It is further provided by Section 172 oi the 
Penal i ode of California, as follows: 
"Every pctscn who * 
* 
* 
in the State 
Capitol, or w ithin the lim its of the grounds ad- 
jac-jin or belonging thereto, se Is, gives away, 
or exposes for sale any vinous 
or alcoholic 
liquors, is guilty of a m isdem eanor.” 
From the foregoing aw I craw the following 
deductions: 
1. That the Secretary of Sta'e is Superintend­ 
ent aud has charge of the Capitol building aud 
grounds. 
2. T hat if, as such, he allows the said Capitol 
building, or any portion thereof, to be used for 
the sale or distribution, in anv m anner (either 
by gift or otherwise), for profit, ot anv m alt or 
spirituous liquors, he will be guilty o f a m isde­ 
m eanor and subject to a flue ot 51,(00. 
3. Any person who in the State Capitol, or 
w ithin the lim its of the grounds adjacent or 
belonging thereto, sells, gives away, or exposes 
for sale any vinous or alcoholic liquors, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 
4. Where the law ... akes the doing of an act 
a crim e it is unlawful for any person to do or 
perm it the act to be done 
5. 'That the Secretary of State has no right to 
rent or give a privilege to any person to do 
either or any of the acts or things prohibited 
by Section 1 oi Chapter LXXXIII., Session Laws 
of 1880, or prohibited by the provisions oi Sec­ 
tion 172 of the Penal Code. 
In answer to your second prooosition I will 
say, that the people have reserved to them selves 
(the Legislature), all powers not relinquished 
by the provisions- of the Constitution. There­ 
fore the Legislature can pass any resolution or 
law it may deem proper, provided their action 
does not conflict with tbe Constitution of the 
Stare of California, and the Constitution of ihe 
United States, or the treaties of Congress m ade 
thereunder. 
I find no law authorizing the Secretary-of 
State, or any one else, to lease any pjrtion of 
the Capitol building or grounds. 
My opinion is that no public officer or board 
has the right or power lo rent any portion of 
State property, for any purpose whatsoever, 
w ithout express authority being granted them 
by statute.

place on the 7ch day of Ja n u a ry .. ,T he 
berries are large and of good flavor j ' 
A ccom panying the straw berries were a 
quantity of ripe blackberries from tbe gar­ 
den of Mr. K ennedy. 
T he vines from 
which they were gathered, writes Mr. Mc­ 
Nie, "are as green as they were in Julv, 
and are in all stages of production, from 
ihe blossom to the full-ripe berry.” 
T here have beeu uo frosts as yet in that 
locality heavy enough to injure tbe straw ­ 
berry or blackberry vines or blossoms. 
Som e of the straw berries now ripening 
m easure four inches in circum ference. 
People in the East w ho are shivering 
over their fires and looking out of their 
w indows upon barren gardens covered with 
snow and ice, and on leafless trees, will 
doubtless regard the above statem ent as a 
new spaper “fake,” but it is an absolute fact. 
W hile straw berries aud blackberries are 
not e sential to a w inter diet, the fact that 
such tender berries will ripen here in m id­ 
w inter show s the w onderful salubrity of 
our clim ate and productiveness of onr soil.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


A m ong the visitors in th e city at the 
present tim e are Colonel T hom as P. Robb 
and wife, of Santa Cruz. 
Colonel Robb 
was one of the eariy pioneers of Sacra­ 
m ento, having com e to the coast w ith Col­ 
onel F rem ont, and established him self in 
business here in 1850, as a m em ber of the 
firm of Paysou & Robb, wholesale m er­ 
chants. H e was a m em ber of the Com mon 
Council of Sacram ento—w hile G eneral C. 
I. H utchinson was M ayor—and frequently 
president at m eetings of the Council when 
the M ayor was absent. 
H e ltft Sacram ento in 1859 and was in 
Illinois w hen tbe war broke out. 
Being an 
old personal friend of Ulysses S G rant, he 
had the honor of introducing th at illus- 
tious hero lo G overnor Yates. 
One o f the 
historians of I liuuis íeters to this incident. 
G eneral G rant him self often said to his 
fi iends th at he owed his career to Colonel 
R obb.. 
W hen General G rant entered upon active 
service, he appointed Colonel Robb to a 
prom inent place ou bis staff, and tbe two 
old friends were never separated until alter 
the last gun had been tire! and General 
Lee banded his sword lo G raut at Appo- 
m atox. 
At the tim e General Grant w h s 
operating iu Georgia a rum or got abroad 
th at iiis com m aud suffered a surprise at the 
hands nf tbe enem y because he was under 
the influence ot liquor. 
W iieu the rum or reached W ashington 
President Lincoln sent General tlalleck 
down to investigate the m atter, and if nec­ 
essary relieve G eneral G rant of his csru- 
tuanij. 
General Hnlleck aud C olontl Robb 
were old California friends, and 
Robb 
sought out the Commander-in-L’hief in his 
tent and told him som e things about G en­ 
eral G rant. H e said he had been constautly 
with the latter, aud assured G en ital H aí- 
leck that the report was utterly false. H al- 
ieck investigated the m atter, and then told 
Colonel Robb that he found the latter had 
told him the truth, and General G rant 
would not be disturbed. 
A fter the war, when G rant becam e P res­ 
ident. he com m issioned Colonel Robb to 
go to Georgia and superintend the recon­ 
struction w ork in tta : part of the South, 
and for ten years the Colonel rem ained at 
Savannah. 
After filling other im portant 
G overnm ent positions, he was delegated 
under an Act ot Congress, as Com missioner 
to M exico to assist in straightening oat 
com plications grow ing out of depredations 
by law less characters along the border, and 
was for five years engaged in this work. 
Colonel Robb was steadily tn th e em ­ 
ploy of the G overnm ent up to a couple of 
years ago, w hen his heart began to yearn 
for California. 
So he cam e here and p u r­ 
chased him self a vineyard on one of the 
Santa Cruz hills, and there, as Tom Fitch 
so eloquently expressed it on a recent occa­ 
sion in this city, “on the western rim of 
the world he can watch the burning su n ­ 
sets caress the drowsy sea,” aud dream 
awav his rem aining days in peace and 
comfort. 
W hen a R f.cobd U nion reporter m et 
Colonel Robb yesterday he was on his 
way to call on bis old friend, ex United 
StatesSenator Newton Booth. 
H e said he 
had wandered about the streets in the hope 
of finding som e fam iliar face that he had 
no* seen for thirty-one years, but in vain. 
" I t looks,” he said, "a'« if nearly all the 
old-tim ers have been calltd aw ay, bat 1 
suppose there lnuat be a few here yet ” 
T he reporter escorted the Colonel into 
the office of T M. Lindlev, who was here 
in ’49 and has been ever since. 
W hile Dot 
personally acquainted, they recalled m any 
early day incidents th at were fam iliar to 
both, and Mr. Lindley rem em bered the 
firm ofPayson & Robb very well. 
Speaking of som e one who was in busi­ 
ness near w here the Sixth-street M. E. 
C hurch now stands, 
Colonel R abb re­ 
m arked th at be collected a large sum of 
m oney from ¡be gam blers here with which 
to erect the first M ethodist C hurch built in 
the city. 
It was located on Seventh street, 
berween L and M 
H e could not recall the 
nam e of the pastor, but Mr Lindley said 
it was Dr. Owens 
“ W eil," said Colonel, "w hile I was sta­ 
tioned in Savannah, a little old gentlem an 
cam e up to m e oue day a rd threw him self 
upon my neck in a burst of enthusiasm . 
“ 'A re you not troru Sacram ento?' he 
asked. 
“ '1 form erly live! there,’ I replied. 
" 'A ren’t you the m an th at collected from 
the sporting men there most of the m oney 
that built the first M ethodist Church ?’ 
' 
‘" I replied,’ said the Colonel, ‘that I had 
som e recollection of doing som ething of 
the kind.’ 
" ‘Well, sir. I ’m the m an th at dedicated 
th at c h u rc h ! 
cried the stranger, as he 
fairly hugged m e." 
Colonel Robb says be intends spending a 
couple of days in the city. 
H e hopes to be

The Detroit Frece Press says: If a boy 15 
years of age should be left ten acres of land 
in Michigan, and his guardian should cover 
it with hickory trees, the income of the boy 
when he came to be 30 years old would be 
from $9.000 to $11,000 clean cash off his lit­ 
tle farm. 
A very extensive domestic industry’ in 
Russia consists in the manufacture of 
wooden spoons, which are made to the ex­ 
tent of 30,000 000 annually, mostly of 
birch. The poor of that laud are happy if 
they can get something to eat even in 
wooden spoons. 
Since the 1st of Seotember, 138 new 
camps of the Sors of Veterans have been 
established. This order is a popular and 
useful one, and its rapid growth signifies 
that the spirit of loyalty which put down 
the rebellion, is still a living and potent 
force in the country. 
The idea of pending a train of cars 
through the North loaded with an exhibit 
of Southern products for advertising pur­ 
poses. is a good one. Such a display would 
be sure to excite general interest and to 
pioinote the sort of immigration that the 
South needs to insure her substantial and 
permanent prosperity. 
A new female device for earning a live­ 
lihood is that of going around to the 
houses of society people and cleaning and 
repairing fine dresses that have been acci­ 
dentally soiled or otherwise injured. The 
scheme was developed in Boflalo. There 
are some women who have all they can 
attend to in this line. 
Mrs. M. S. Norman, of Decatur, 111., was 
visitiDg in Terra Haute, Ind., and while 
there was informed that a letter was adver­ 
tised for her at the Postoffice. Calling at 
the Poetoffice she was tola that the letter 
had a short time before been delivered to 
another lady of the same name. Curious 
to see the other Mrs. Norman, she called 
on her, and to the consternation of both 
ladies they found they had married the 
same man. There was an interesting fam­ 
ily reunion when Mr. Norman came home, 
which wound up with his arrest on a 
charge of bigamy. 
Henry M. Stanley, in his article on the 
“African Pygmies” in the January Scrib­ 
ner.- says : “You must relieve your mind of 
the Darwinian theory, avoiding coupling 
man with the ape, and banish all thoughts 
of the fictitious small brained progenitor 
supposed to he existing somewhere on land 
unsubmerged since the eocene periad. * * 
Intellectually, the pygmies of the African 
forest are the equals of abuut 50 per cent, 
of the modern inhabitants of any great 
American city of to day. And yet there 
has been no change or progress of any kind 
among the pigmies of the forest since the 
time of Herodotus.”

JACKSON DAT. 
The Philadelphia D em ocracy Addressed 
by Ex-President Cleveland, 
P h ila d e lp h ia , January Sth.—Jackson Day 
was celebrated to-night hy the Democratic As­ 
sociation with a banquet at the Academy, at 
which many prominent persons were present. 
Ex-President Cleveland was the orator of the 
evening. Speaking in response to the toast: 
“Principles of true Democracy.” he eulogized 
the Democracy and its creed, and said ihai par­ 
ties have come and parties have gone, but there 
never has been a time irom Jefferson’s day to 
the present when the Democratic party did not 
exist, active, aggressive and pr pared for a 
heroic conflict. Not all who have foliowed the 
bauner have been able to demonstrate, as an 
abstraction, why Democratic principles are 
best suited to their wants and the country’s 
good, but they have known and felt that as 
their Government was established for the peo­ 
ple, the principles and men nearest to the peo­ 
ple and standing for them, could be safest 
trusted. Jackson has been in their eyes au in­ 
carnation of the things which Jefferson de­ 
clared. 
The Democratic party, by inte’.Pgent study of 
the present conditions, must he prepared to 
meet all the wants of the people as they arise, 
and furnish a remedy for every threatening 
evil, une condition we should congratulate 
ourselves upon that our party creed is broad 
enough to meet any emergency that canalise 
In the life of a free nation. Ihus, when we see 
the lunctious of government used to favor the 
few at the expense of the many, an unjust tar­ 
iff' which banishes from many humble homes 
the comforts of life. In order that the places of 
wealth and luxury may abound, we turn 
toour creed and find it enjoins eqnal and ex­ 
act justice to all men. ’fhen If we are well 
grounded in our political faith we will not be 
deceived, nor permit others to be deceived, by 
a plausible pretext or smooth sophistry.”

cracv. Nowhere, sala Mr. Cleveland in con­ 
clusion, has the sensitiveness of the question 
involving right and wrong been better illus­ 
trated than in Pennsylvania. 
President Thompson of the Association said 
in introducing Mr. Cleveland, that he was the 
man who, with great conrage threw down the 
gauntlet of tariff"reform, and like his great pro­ 
totype, Jackson, practically declared, by the 
Eternal, that its principle was right and should 
prevail.

m ade of the gentlem en to represent them . I 
believe you have assembled here with honest 
intentions and with a determ ination to do your 
full duty to the people of the whole State. I 
trust th at you will m ake for yourselves a repu­ 
tation that shall equal, if not surpass in excel­ 
lence, the record of any preceding Legislature , 
and one th at future Legislatures mav wréely 
em ulate. It is my earnest desire to work iu en­ 
tire harm ony w ith you, and to be able to ap­ 
prove every item of your legislative work. 
In your hands as members, of this Legisla­ 
ture, rests the entire responsibility for your 
branch of the State Government, and I shad 
leave it there, assured that the people of the 
State will grant to you just and full credit for 
all your official acts, over which I shall not at­ 
tem pt to exert undue influence. It is a pleas­ 
ure as well as a duty, however, to tender to you 
and to each of you, a t all tim es during your 
deliberations, such assistance as is in my power 
to give, and 1 very cordially iovite you to in­ 
form me of any fact, which in your judgm ent 
the Executive should know, or that will benefit 
you in your official capacitv, or the interests 
you represent. 
It would be more in accord w ith m y ideas to 
close my address at this point and send to your 
honorable bodies, from tim e to time, recom­ 
m endations on the various subjects whicn will 
occupy your attention, but yielding to the torce 
of precedent, I will now com m unicate to you 
my views upon some ot the more im portant 
m atters. 
The last State election brought very promi­ 
nently berore the people the question of econ­ 
omy in the expenditures of puulic moneys. 
In 
presenting my views upon this subject, it is not 
my purpose to discuss questions ot politics for 
the purpose of criticising either o f the great 
political parties of the State. 
But I may be 
perm itted to say th at the Republican party in 
Convention, assembled in this very cham ber 
on the 13th day of August last, to o k 'the initia 
live cn this question and placed in its platform 
a plank declaring that the state fiuances should 
be handled w ith honesty and rigid economy. 
As I then and there accepted the conditions im­ 
posed by that Convention, and m any times 
thereafter prom ised the people of the State 
th at, if elected, I would adhere to the pledge 
m ade by my party, I deem it proper at this tim e 
to state briefly what I consider to be our duty to 
the people in this respect. 
The appropriations m ade by the last Legisla­ 
ture imposed a burden upon the taxpayers 
which was so great that, in m any instances, 
people found it exceedingly difficult to procure 
m eans w ith which to pay their taxes. In re­ 
sponse to the alm ost unanim ous dem and of our 
citizens for lower taxation, the Republican Con­ 
vention m ade a pledge to the people oi the 
State that the nominees of their pa-.ty. if 
elected, would lim it the rate of annual State 
taxation to 50 cents on each 8100 of assessable 
property. This radical departure from all pre­ 
cedents in Conventions In this state, as evi­ 
denced by their platforms, was fully sustained 
at the polls, and we, who are clothe’*! with offi­ 
cial power by the people, and who are their 
representatives, are in duty bound to carrv out 
their wishes. 
The great burden of this work necessarily 
rests with you, and I sincerely trust that yoit 
will so guard the finances of the State, and so 
equitably distribute the approp iations for all 
purposes, that the lim it prescribed shall not be 
exceeded. 
If this pledge is honorably and 
.aithfully adhered to, you w ill receive the com­ 
m endations ol a grateful people, irrespective oi 
party affiliation. 
For your own convenience and as a precau­ 
tion against errors, I would suggest the adop­ 
tion of a sim ilar method to that adopted by our 
National legislators. While it does not appear 
of recard, yet as a m atter of fact, the leaders of 
the party in power in Congress agree upon a 
gross sum, which constitutes a lim it of appro­ 
priations, th at Congress does not excted. Then 
the am ount is ascertained which is necessary to 
m eet the fixed charges—th at is, am ounts arbi­ 
trarily fixed by law. The balance is then ap­ 
portioned according to necessity, or the m erits 
of the subject under consideration. 
For in­ 
stance, they agree upon so m any m illions ior 
public buildings, so m any m illions for rivers 
aud harbors, so m any millions for pensions, and 
soon, aud these various lim its are rigidly en­ 
forced. 
This method, as ycu can readily p=rceive, 
gives to those who are responsible for the acts 
of the party in power a perfect understanding 
of w hat expenditures any particular Congress 
will be perm itted to make. 
\o u have been spared the labor of determ in­ 
i mg this lim it, for the Republican party, as J 
have said, fixed a lim it ot fiftv cents, ana the 
Democratic party one of forty-five cents on the 
one hundred dollars of assessable property, 
y ! i n o v ing all responsibility in that re- 
g&ra on the part of any of your members. 
Bearing in mind tnis lim it, I advise you, at

pose should be considered an extraordinary ex­ 
penditure, and not ueeessanly one included in 
the expense of carrying on the state govern­ 
ment. 
LABOR 
You will be called upon to devise some satis- 
1 factory plan for arbitration of disputes and con­ 
troversies relative to wages aud hours of labor, 
between those who labor and those who em­ 
ploy labor. 
The m agnitude of the subject should not de­ 
ter you from m akiug a careful investigation, 
and 1 am sure that in your combined efforts ycu 
wl 1 devise a plan th at will be satisfactory in its 
' provisions to Doth em ployer and employe, and 
tnrongh w hich may coiue th a t perlect under­ 
standing between both parties, so necessary to 
the success of m any enterprises, the preserva­ 
tion of peace and harm ony among neighbors, 
and the eitm inaitou of those hardships to the 
workingm en aud those dangers to capital re­ 
sulting from strikes. 
It is claim ed by organized bodies of labor, 
through com m unications to me. that the eight 
hour law on our statute books has been evaded. 
If the failure to enforce the law arises from an 
inherent defect in ihe law itself, I trust that you 
w ill rem edy tne same. 


COMMISSIONS. 
You w ill observe that the retiring Governor, 
in his biennial message to the Legis utureof the 
2.sth session, says, "th a t upw ards of 8100,060 are 
expended in the srppoit of aud m aintenance of 
Commissions and Bureaus: that many oi them 
have reen useful, but have outlived th eir use­ 
fulness; while other- have been o flitn e u s e 
sav<- to tho-e fo lding offic* s under them ." it is 
to be deeply regretted that he should retire 
trcrn office w ithout inform ing you specilically 
upon this su' ject; th at is, without pointing out 
the 
particular Commission or Bureau that 
could be dispensed with, th at you m ight take 
steps to ascertain the situation, a’nd if found ex- 
peoient, cause the same to be abolished at 
once. 1 can only -ay th at 8100,000 is a large out­ 
lay for use.ess purposes, and I believe it to be 
your duty to m ak eaii proper efforts to ascer­ 
tain the tru th of this assertion and govern 
yourselves accordingly. 
Kon. John P. Dunn, the retiring Controller, 
iu his last report says: 
•in m aking the estim atesof expenditures em ­ 
bodied in thL- report. I have followed the m an­ 
dates ot the law as it exists, but in doing so. I 
do not desire to be regarded as acquiescing 
either in the wisdom or necessity ot m any of 
the laws. Instead, m ere are expenses, aggre­ 
gating large sums, which, in my judgm ent, are 
useless for any good purpose w hatever, aud 
which ought not to exist as an expense to the 
sta te .” 
I have read w ith m uch interest the able re- 
I*ott of the Controller; but I am compelled to 
-ay that the same would have been much more 
satisfactory to me, and I doubt not to vou, had 
he given us iu detail tfle particular laws and 
item s of expense which he deem ed vicious and 
useless. The taxpayers have a right to know 
the facts in all such m atters as they exist, and 
it is M> be hoped that you w ill give this subject 
your im m ediate and earnest attention, to the 
end that suchjabuses m ay be corrected. 


BALLOT 
REFORM. 
During the last cam paign I received m any 
com m unicatians asking for an expression of 
my views on the A ustralian ballot svstem, 
which I answered by saying that I bad no 
prejudices either for or against the svstem, aud 
would approve any law that would m ateriallv 
improve the m ethod now iu use in this State. 
Nothing has transpired that has caused me to 
change my views, but I suggest m at ycu m ake 
a thorough exam ination ot the practical work­ 
ings of the A ustralian system before determ in­ 
ing to adopt it instead of our own. Every hon­ 
est voter would hail w ith joy the adoption of 
this or any other m ethod of conducting elec­ 
tions, whereby the sacredness of the bailot-box 
would be better preserved. 
If. in your judgm ent, our present svstem 
needs revision, I suggest that all the features of 
our pre-eut law which are practical and cflee- 
tii-e be retained, and those fratures of the Aus­ 
tralian or other system, which m ay be consid­ 
ered beneficial, be added thereto or incorpor­ 
ated therein. 
APPORTIONMENT. 
The increase in population in m any sections 
of the state, during the past few years, has 
been so great th at the present apportionm ent, 
constituting the Senatorial aud Assembly Dis­ 
tricts, does not give representation in propor­ 
tion to population. 
Under the Constitution, the num ber of R ep­ 
resentatives cannot be increased, and certain 
localities w ill necessarily have decreased repre­ 
sentation, while others should be increased. In 
view o f this tact, the state should be redis- 
tiicred, in accordance w ith Section 6 of Article 
1\ . ot ihe Constitution, w hich contains the hol­ 
lowing language: 
“ And the Legislature shall, at its first session 
after each census, adjust such districts and re­ 
apportion the representation so as to preserve 
them us near equal in population as may be.” 
i therefore urge that you prepare and enact 
the necessary m easure, iu a spirit of justice 
and on a basis of fairness to all sections of the 
state, so th at each county shall have equal 
and exact represem at.on iu the Legislature, in 
the proportion th at its population bears to that 
of the whole State. 
CHINESE. 
All political parties in this State agree upon 
the propriety of the exclusion of the Chinese, 
and ere anxious that the law forbidding their 
im portation shall be strictlv enforced. The law 
is being constantly violated, aud the influx of 
these people is very great. Congress should be 
requested to take steps to enforce the law as it 
sfauds, to rem edy the present law w herever it 
may be found defective, and to extend the date 
as lar beyond 1892 as possible. Provision should 
be made for guarding th e borders,Jnow alm ost 
wholly unprotected. 
1 also recom m end that you request Congress 
to provide m eans whereby the insane among 
the Chinese can be returned to their own coun­ 
try. You will observe by the reports of the 
Stockton Insane Asylum that there are now 130 
in the various institutions, who are eared lor at 
an annual cost of 818,000, aud are occupying 
room required for the comfort of our own 'citi­ 
zens. 
IRRIGATION AND FORESTRY. 
It was not my intention to m ake any sugges­ 
tion upon the subject of irrigation, ¿s the re­ 
ports of the practical working of the Wright 
bill appear to be favorable aud enc.uragiug. 
I am. however, in receipt of an official com­ 
m unication from the State Board of Forestry, to 
w hich briefly I desire to call your attention. I 
think each of you will agree with me th at the 
future prosperity of the State is inseparably 
bound up iu the assured continuance of an 
abundant, unstinted supply of w ater for irrigat­ 
ing purposes: and th at the never-failing charac­ 
ter of the stream s aud watercourses is greatly 
dependent upon m aintaining ami preserving 
the tim ber which shades 
and protects the 
sources from which the supply is dtrived. 
The Board say, however, in this com m unica­ 
tion, that there is im m inent danger to this pre­ 
servation, aud that the abuse of the law, as it 
now stands, “is at ail tim es a m enace to the in- 
’dustries dependent upon irrigation.” This offi­ 
cial statem ent is entitled to seriou3 considera­ 
tion, on account of the m agnitude of the evils 
which would follow the destruction oi the tim ­ 
ber, and the consequent dim inution of the sup­ 
ply of water for irrigation. 1 therefore reeom- 
m end that if, upon Investigation, the law as it 
stands is capable of abuses, which, as stated 
m enace the future prosperity of the State, it be 
rem edied im m ediately. 


h y d r a u l i c m i n in g . 
One im portant branch of our industries, that 
ol hydraulic m ining, is at a standstill, and will 
never be revived, unless vigorous step, be taken 
by the General Government. 
Congress and the Courts have placed the 
strong aud powerful arm of the law upon this 
industry, and crushed it outoi existence. I need 
not repeat its history, lor it Is fam iliar u> all of 
yon, and to the people of the átate. No relief 
could be expected trout the General Govern­ 
m ent, were tne wotkiugs of these mines benefi­ 
cial to the interests of this State alón?. It was 
trom the gold fields of California, however, that 
the m 11.10ns were taken that assisted this nation 
so m aterially in her greatest financial peril. 
These same gold fields have yielded tne enor­ 
mous am ount of nearly a billion and a half of 
tne precious m etal, thereby replenishing the 
treasury ol the United States w ith that needed 
m edium ot exchange. It is said that It will be 
difficult, if not impossible, to devise m eans 
whereby the 
gold 
can 
be 
extracted 
in 
paying 
quantities 
without 
harm 
to 
the tarm-owners in the valleys or iDjury 
to 
the 
navigation 
of 
certain 
streams 
If that be true, it should be avoided. But I 
have such confidence in the combined wisdom 
of the 66,000,001 of people in this country, tnat I 
feel safe In saying that if an earnest effort were 
m ade on the part of the G eneral Government 
for that purpose, the result would be accompa­ 
nied w ith profit to the whole country. 
in my judgm ent no industry would more 
richly repay a reasonable outlay on the part of 
the Government than this. 
I suggest, thereiore, th at the subject be thor­ 
oughly agitated, Congress memorialized, and 
our senators aud Representatives urged to take 
all necessary steps to brm g the m atter properly 
before Congress at the earnest m om ent possible, 
congress properly expends thousands 01 dollars 
every year iu experim ents aud investigations 
which iu the opiuiou of its members, wall pro­ 
mote the public interests of the country. For 
instauce, a special com m ittee has been created 
ou irrigation of arid lanas, and a liberal appro­ 
priation is annua.,y m ade for the purpose of 
studying the subject. The most thoroughly 
qualified m en of the age are employed for this 
work, aud ail the m eans that science aud skill 
can evolve are brought into requisition in solv­ 
ing the problems. Many other instances, fam il­ 
iar to all, of the liberal action of the Govern­ 
m ent could be cited. Why should not Congress 
treat this question in a sim ilar m anner, and as­ 
sist iu a solution of the difficulties surrounding 
the production of gold .’ It is a m atter of na­ 
tional interest, for this m etal is accepted by all 
m en as a m edium of exchange. W ithin the 
borders of California m illions upon m illions of 
gold are locked up in the bowels of the earth, 
uwaitm g the genius of m an to devise some leas 
ible m ethod of release, and I urge you to take 
the initiative in obtaining the assistance of the 
Federal Government. 
There are m any subjects, w hich I have not 
m entioned, upon which 1 will com m unicate my 
views to you from tim e to tim e during the ses­ 
sion. 
Before closing, perm it to say. that as mem bers 
oi this great nation, we should feel truly grate­ 
ful th at pur country Is at peace will all the 
world, and is so highly respected by the nations 
of the earth. 
Every person, w ithin the borders of our own 
State, should feel a just pride in the high posi­ 
tion she now occupies in the great sisterhood of 
States 
N othing could be m ore encouraging than the 
present outlook, affecting nearly every branch 
of her industries. The legislation in the first 
session of this Congress is especially encourag­ 
ing to the rapid developm ent of a very large 
num ber of our chief horticultural and m ineral 
resources. 
Tnose interested in the production of the 
raisin, the orange, the prune, and other lruits, 
and iu the m anufacture of sweet wines, have 
received substantial encouragem ent from tne 
General Government. 
The vast silver m ines show very gratifying 
and largely increased activity, while the im ­ 
m ense deposits of tin, so long known to us, but 
absolutely valueless, are now being developed, 
and will add enormoualy to our productions. 
T hanking you for your very kind attention. I 
wish yon, lndividu ally and as the representa­ 
tives of the people, a pleasant, harm onious and 
em inently buc cessful session.

T h e P h ila d e lp h ia D e m o c ra c y A d d re sse d 
i 
b y E x -P re s id e n t C lev e la n d , 
P h ila d e lp h ia , January 8th.—Jackson Day 
was celebrated to-night by the Democratic As­ 
sociation w ith a banquet at the Academy, at 
which m any prom inent persons were present. 
Ex-President Cleveland was the orator of the 
evening. Speaking in response 10 the toast: 
“ Principles of true Democracy," he eulogized 
the Democracy aud its creed, and said that par- 
■ ties have come and parties have gone, but there 
' never has been u tim e irom Jefferson's day to 
the present w hen the Democratic party did not 
exist, active, aggressive and pr* pared for a 
heroic eotiiiet. Not all who have followed the 
banner have been able to dem onstrate, as an 
abstraction, why 
Democratic principles are 
best suited to th eir w ants aud the country's 
good, hut they have known and felt that as 
[ their Governm ent was established for the peo­ 
ple, the principles and m en nearest to the peo­ 
ple and standing for them , could he safest 
trusted. Jackson has been in tb eir eyes an io- 
cam atiou of the things which Jefferson de­ 
clared. 
The Democratic party, by inteiUgent study of 
the present conditions, m ust be prepared to 
m eet all the w ants of the people as they arise, 
and furnish a rem edy for every threatening 
evil, o n e condition we should congratulate 
ourselves upc-u that our party creed is broad 
enough to m eet any em ergency that can arise 
in the life of a free nation. Thus, when we see 
the lunetions of governm ent used to favor the 
few at the expense of the rnapy, an unjust tar­ 
iff' which banishes from many' hum ble homes 
the comforts of life, in order that the places of 
wealth and luxury m ay abound, we 
turn 
to our creed and find it enjoins equal and ex­ 
act justice to all m en.

cracv. Nowhere, said Mr. Cleveland in c m - 
cluslon, has the sensitiveness of the question 
involving right am i wrong been better illus­ 
trated than in PennsvlvuniaT 
President Tliompso'u of the Association said 
in introducing Mr. Cleveland, that he was the 
m an who. with great conrage threw down the 
gauntlet of tariff reform, and like his great pro­ 
totype, Jackson, practically declared, by the 
Eternal, that its principle was right and should 
prevail.

IN THE SENATE.
